JIndonesia has announced a plan to encouirage ethnic 
Chinese in Indonesia to _ naturalize beginning this 
month. Ofthcials in Jakarta hope that the majority of 
an estimated four to five million ethnic Chinese would 
become Indonesian citizens by Ausgust 17,， the 35Sth 
annlversary of the country's independence fronmi the 
colonial rule of the Netherlands. 

In the wake of the 1965 abortive Communist coup 
attempt in Indonesia，Indonesia broke ties with Bei- 
]imng and an anti-Chinese movement spread through- 
out the island nation. Thousands of ethnic Chinese 
were killed;， still more were jailed and persecuted. 
Racial relations turned into a nightmare. At the be- 
gmnning，China sent ships to Dick up anyone who 
wanted to go to China. However，she soon had to 
abandon such a policy since thousands jammed the 
dockside camps and problems developed at the re- 
settlement centers in Southern China. 

In recent years，the racial tensions in Indonesia 
have eased. Jakarta officials reported that about three 


million ethnic Chinese have naturalized

there are 1,200,000 who still claim Chinese citizenship 
oOI remain stateless. Indonesia considers this a road- 
block to the normalization of diplomatic relations 
between Jakarta and Beijing. The recent announce- 
ment urging these ethnic Chinese to naturalize is con- 
Sidered by observers as an Indonesian attempt to 
speed up the normalization Process: 

The experience of the Chinese in Indonesia :has 
caused much concern for overseas Chinese worldwide. 
We sympathize with the Chinese there and are glad to 
see that racial tensions have eased. We hope that the 
million Chinese remaining in Indonesia would recog- 
nize that their future iDP Indonesia depends on their 
naturalization. The concept of dual citizenship be- 


longs to an era which has passed.

It was mid-afternoon when we 
arrived in Sanbu (Samfau“Three 
Towns 一 蕊 )，county seat of 
Kaping (Hoiping 半 在). This 
county,，about 85 miles southwest 
of Cuangzhou，was the first of the 
Sze Yup counitties we visited, It had 
a population of about 570,000， 
and the area，approximately that 
of the San Mateo county，was 
divided into 16 communes，The 
economy is agricultural，mainly 
raising rice. Production used to be 
disrupted frequently by floods and 
droughts; however，a number of

TOWNS 

AS its name denotes，Sanbu 
consists of three towns: Changsha 
(Cheungsa 挟 . 汶 六 on the north 
shore of the Tang, Xinchang (Sun- 
司 ) and Dihai (Dik- 
y 全 - ) on the south bank. Of 
the' tnree，Changsha has _ existed 
since the Ming qdqynasty. It was not 
until 1851 that the Yee clan 
established Dihai. Thirty years 
later，affluent members of the 
Wong，Lee and Gin ( 线 ) clans 
also built Xinchang.

A_ 1,000- 代 long 
concrete bridge completed in 1963 
connected the three ， separate 
components. But during our visit， 
we mnoticed work was already 
under way to widen the roadway 
from 20 to 48 feet, The renovated 
Span opened officially on Feb. 10 
of this year. 

Sanbu's strategic location made 
it a natural transportation center 
and her bus terminal and river 
port handled much passenger and 
freight traffic between Guang- 
zhou andthe Kaiping and Taishan 
Tegions，Since 1949，S$anbu，es- 
pecially Xinchang, had also estab- 
lishedqd a _ number of factories to 
Support the agricultural sector， 
”From the historical viewpoint， 
Kaiping is the youngest Sze Yup 
county, having been established in 
1649 amidst the dying gasps of the 
Ming dynasty， when a shaky 
loyaljlist regime temporarilv based 
at Chaoquing (Siuhing 和 司 Jabout 
50 miles to the north of Sanbu) 


Sought to stem the Manchu on- 


slaught， Thus visitors will find 
here few of the cultural monu- 
ments of - great antiquity they 
would expect to see in China. : 
LIYUAN 

One of the most frequently 
Visited spots is Li Yuan (Lup Yuan 
)，constructed in the 1930's 
by a Chicago herb shop proprietor 
and his son, Built ip a mixture of 
Chinese and European styles，the 
grounds included garden，arbor， 
Pavilions， fountain (no longer 
functioning) and a half finished 


moat, The two four-storied dqwell- 
ings were furnished in the interior 
with geometrical designs on the 
foors and ceilings，murals and 
bas-reliefs based on Chinese 
historical and mythological 
themes on the walls，as well as 
marble staircases， 

The owners did not enjoy this 
ostentatious display of wealth for 


long，for they departed upon the 


outbreak of the -Sino-Japanese 
War,，. never to” return again. 
Afterwards， the grounds and 
structures deteriorated through 
the Japanese occupation and sub- 
sequent lack of maintenance. And 
the Li Yuan we visited was only a 
shadow of the picture of opulence 
and splendor it must have 
Presented in its heyday， 
Before the founding .of the 
Peoples Republic，Kaiping was 
one of the Sze Yup districts with a 
large emigration，it being second 
only to Taishan. Today there are 
an estimated 270,000 Kaipingese 
having connections abroad，with 
large numbers in North Amefiica， 
Others are found in such far flung 
places as Cuba，Venezuela，Fiji， 


etc. 
HOUSES 

Mostemigrants did not have the 
fortunes nor the inclination to 
build monuments to 
affluence in the style of Li Yuan， 
but once they hadq established 
themselves abroad 让 was custom- 
ary to remit money to build houses 
for families_ left behind in the 
home villages，Characteristically 
these were two-to-three-storied 
structures in a semi-European 
architecture， substantially con- 
structed ”with greenish -bricks. 
Such houses were so numerous in 
theTan River Valleythat we were 


their . 


typical fortress tower near the Y 


told that non-Cantonese cadres 
coming into the area for the first 
time after 1949 marveled at the 
number of “towns”in the area. 
Today many houses are standing 
dark and empty since many of the 


owners and their families have 


emigrated. 

We were told that the resolu- 
tion of ownership rights on such 
properties of Chinese abroad is 
one of the most urgent problems 
facing the authorities. The 
Chinese government recognizes 
the ownership and usage rights of 
overseas Chinese to buildqings， 
although title to land is denied. 
However, in the past few decades， 
especially _ during the Cultural 
Revolution，such properties had 
often been arbitrarily confiscated 
for use ， without ” benefit of

Although her father initally 
disapproved,，Helen Wimmer and 
Gee were married in 1942. Life 
for such an interracial couple ip 
then-conservative New York often 
proved difficult. Helen recalls one 
time when the two of them were 
returning home from dinner in 
Chinatown，arm in arm，when a 
group of white thugs _ attacked 
them and beat upon Cee， From 
then on, they did not walk or sit 
together in public， 

ANTI-JAPANESE 

Anti-Japanese ”sentiment Tan 
high .at， that， time， as ”well. 
Apparently Gee was often abused 
because people mistook him for 
being Japanese, because he took to 
wearing a Sign on his coat which 
read “Iam a Chinese American.” 

Notwithstanding such “prob- 
lems，Cees life ip Greenwich 
Village during the forties was 
productive. He and his wife had 
many friends，and entertained 
often，and discussed the world's 
future and its problems， 

His daughter，Li-lan，was born 
in 1943，The family continued 
living together on 10th Street until 
Gee's _ complete breakdown im 
1945. After that Helen and Li-lan 
moved a few blocks away to leave 
Geeto his own world， 

Li-lan remembers little of her 
father before his breakdown，and 
his schizophrenic state thereafter 
made it impossible for her to_ ever 
really get to know him. She did 
visit him every week or two, visits 
she did not particularly cherish., 

DEATH 

Yun Gee was self-sufficient and 
continued living in his studio Unt 这 
his death 雇 1963，from stomach 
cancer. Li-lan remembers his 
studio as being cluttered and full， 
with paintings covering all the 
walls.Gee often set up paints for 
her to use while she visited，and 
tried to teach hei Chinese,， bnut she 
was not interested. 

Now an artist herself，with_ her 
first West Coast exhibit recently 
opened in Los Angeles at the 
Asher/Laure gallery，8221 Santa
